FRIDAY  NIGHT  SESSION. 

The  Convention  re-assembled  at  7  :30.  Opened  by  singing  hymn 
No.  14,  " Jesus  keep  me  near  the  Cross,"  etc.  The  scripture  lesson 
was  read  by  Rev.  J.  D.  White  from  the  1st  Psalm.  Prayer  was  of- 
fered by  Rev.  L.  M.  Williams.

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.  This  Convention  shall  be  denominated  and  known  as  the  Trent 
River  Oakey  Missionary  Baptist  Sunday  School  Convention. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Convention  shall  be  to  encourage  and  assist  the 
Collegiate  and  Industrial  Institute  at  Jacksonville.  N.  C,  to  educate  young 
men  called  of  God  to  the  ministry  and  approved  by  the  churches  to  which 
they  belong  to  encourage  education  among  all  the  people;  to  support  the 
gospel  in  destitute  portions  of  the  field;  to  send  the  gospel  to  Africa  and  the 
heathen  lands  to  encourage  the  distribution  and  study  of  the  Bible;  to  assist 
Baptist  Churches  in  erecting  suitable  houses  of  worship  to  encourage  proper 
care  of  orphan  children  and  the  destitute  and  aged  ministers  of  the  gospel 
and  promote  all  agencies  for  social  betterment  to  co-operate  with  the  Asso- 
ciation in  the  evangelization  of  the  world  for  Christ. 

Art.  3  The  officers  of  this  Convention  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary.  Treasurer,  Usher  and  Auditor  to  be  elected  annually  from  among 
its  members  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  members  voting,  and  shall  hold  Lheir 
offices  until  their  successors  are  made  known. 

Art.  4.  It  j-.hall  be  the  dutv  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings; 
in  his  absence  the  Vice-President  shall  preside.  He  shall  decide  all  matters 
in  case  of  a  tie  vote  and  shall  also  give  the  casting  vote. 

Art.  5.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  enroll  the  names  of  all  of- 
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fleers  and  keep  a  record  of  all  business  done  in  said  Convention  and  money 
paid  in  and  out.  , 

Art  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  strict  account  of 
all  money  paid  in  and  the  amount  of  all  paid  out.  No  money  shall  be  paid 
out  without  an  order  from  the  Secretary  signed  by  the  President. 

Art.  7.  We  recommend  that  each  Sunday  School  shall  represent  to  the 
Convention  with  the  amount  of  $10.00.  All  Sunday  Schools  that  represent 
with  over  $10.00  will  be  given  a  prize;  the  first  prize  will  be  $5.00;  second 
prize  $2.50;  the  third  prize  $2.00. 

Art.  8.  Each  school  shall  elect  its  delegates  from  among  its  own  S'unday 
school  members  only;  they  shall  be  elected  one  or  two  months  previous  to 
time  of  the  Convention,  or  any  time  before  if  the  school  sees  fit  Each  branch 
Sunday  School  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  No.  1,  2,  3,  and  so  on  from 
the  Church  they  belong. 

Art.  9.  If  any  Sunday  School  or  member  of  the  Convention  fails  to  be  repre- 
sented in  the  second  meeting  of  this  Convention  it  shall  be  visited  by  a  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Convention  and  then  if  the  school  fails  to  be  repre- 
sented at  this  meeting  without  a  lawful  excuse  it  shall  be  excluded  from 
said  Convention. 

Art.  10.  All  visitors  shall  have  a  right  to  a  seat  in  this  Convention  and  a 
voice  in  all  business  except  voting. 

Art.  11.  The  Convention  shall  assemble  in  its  annual  meeting  on  Friday 
before  the  first  Sunday  in  September  in  each  year  at  whatever  place  decided 
upon  by  the  Convention. 

Art.  12.  We  recommend  that  this  Convention  shall  have  a  Committee  of 
seven  and  this  committee  be  known  as  the  Executive  Committee  which  shall 
have  the  power  to  advise,  plan  and  examine  new  schools. 

Art.  13.  These  articles  may  be  amended  at  any  session  of  the  Convention 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

OF  THE  TRENT  RIVER  OAKEY  GROVE  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  SUN- 
DAY SCHOOL  CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  No  school  shall  be  a  member  of  this  Convention  unless  it  has 
been  properly  organized  and  belongs  to  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church  using 
same  literature  published  by  the  American  Baptist  Publication  Society  or 
any  of  its  branch  houses. 

Section  2.  Any  new  school  applying  for  membership  in  this  Convention 
must  have  a  letter  with  date  of  organization  and  it  shall  be  examined  before 
a  committee  appointed  by  the  Convention. 

Section  3.  All  new  schools  may  come  into  fellowship  with  this  Conven- 
tion by  paying  $1.00,  said  money  to  go  for  Education.  We  recommend  that 
the  Convention  will  not  receive  any  Sunday  S'chools  whose  leaders  are  not 
Christians. 

Section  4  In  electing  persons  to  teach  the  S'abbath  Schools  he  or  she 
must  be  of  good  moral  character.  No  delegates  shall  leave  the  Convention; 
and  if  he  or  she  does  they  shall  be  fined  ten  cents,  the  said  money  to  be 
turned  over  to  the  Treasurer.  If  he  or  she  fails  to  pay  the  said  amount 
they  shall  be  silenned  until  the  amount  is  paid. 

Section  5.  Delegates  failing  to  answer  to  their  names  shall  be  fined  five 
cents  unless  giving  a  lawful  excuse  for  being  absent.
